After many oxperiinents, the British 
Admiralty has at last \dopted an. Ingenious 
device, the iden of usval officers, which 
should prevent a. repetition of. the recent 
aubmatine disasters, .1t is known as the 
“6 Ais Lock,” and is used in agsocintion with 
the longtalked-of “submarine helmet.” 
“The chjoct of the Admiralty hns been to 
Gind,o method of escape from a flooded, 
submarine resting onthe bottom, and one 
which of the same time would render the 
crew immune from the poieonous fumes of 
chlorine gad given off from the accumulators 
cand batteries by contact with salt water. 
These conditions have been fulfilled by a 
self-contained diving helmet and jacket.
